Europen Business Men to Plan 
Reparations Settlement 

Washington, March 22.—A s "pro- 
posal that European business men 
work out a plan for reparations set¬ 
tlement. based on American finan¬ 
cial co-operation, was laid to-day 
before the delegates at the aeoond 
meeting of the International Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce in Rome by Fred 
I. Kent, vice-president of the Bank¬ 
ers* Trust Company of New York 
and a member of the American dele¬ 
gation. 

A summary of Mr. Kent’s address, 
made public here by the American 
section of the International Cham¬ 
ber, contained the suggestion that a 
portion of the Allied Indebtedness In 
the United States might be ex¬ 
changeable for “positive agreements” 
between the Allies and Germany on 
reparations that Included the amount 
and methods and times of payment 
that could and would be lived up to. 

As to the next step, he added: 

”A loan to Germany of sufficient 
slse to restore her economic situa¬ 
tion on a sound basis and enable her 
to make progress toward paying 
reparations, leading to a stabilised 
Europe would be absolutely good, 
and If at the request of and for th* 
benefit of the European Allied 
countries, it could undoubtedly be 
placed in the United States.”

Bonar Law Speaks of British- 
Canadian Near East 
Messages 

Messages of Secret Nature 
Were Included 

Loudon, Marck. Cana¬ 
dian Press Cable)—The matter 
of the cable dispatches which 
passed between the Lloyd George 
Government and the Canadian 
Government last September 
when war ~ with. Turkey w|g 
threatened and it wi^jraggested 
that Canada should eo-ope?Ste' 
with Great Britain in any mili¬ 
tary effort in the Near East, 
came up at question hour in the 
House yesterday when a member 
asked why the dispatches In question 
had not been made public. 

Premier Bonar Law declined to 
state why the Government objected 
to the publication of the dlapatches. 
He said he waa aware of what the 
Canadian Premier had said in a gen¬ 
eral statement made in the Canadian 
Parliament on February 1, but it waa 
though advisable In the public In¬ 
terest not to publish the text of the 
communications of September, many 
of which were of a secret and confi¬ 
dential nature. 

Premier King’s statement, referred 
to by Premier Bonar Law, was made 
In the course of a short speecn In 
the House of Commons at Ottawa on 
February 1, when Mr. King gave a 
nummary of the cable messages ex¬ 
changed between the Canadian and 
British Governments In connection 
with the suggestion from the latter 
that some co-operation on the part 
of Canada In the efforts to avert a 
war with Turkey would., be wel¬ 
comed. 

Premier King said the Canadian 
Government felt that If the relations 
between the different parts of the 
British Empire were to be made of 
an enduring character this would be 
only by the supremacy of the Parlia¬ 
ment of each part of the Empire be¬ 
ing recognized to the full, and. in 
Canada, particularly with r e sp e ct to 
any matters which Involved th* par¬ 
ticipation of Canada In war. “W# 
hold the view," the Premier said, 
"that it la the duty of Par l ia m e n t 
to decide whether or net we shpuld 
participate in warf in different parts 
of the world, and It Is not eltfeg ikbt 
or proper for any lndfrtdufT or for 
any group of Individuals by any stop 
or In any wgy to limit the rights 
of Parliament in this matter, which 
is of so great concern to all the 
people of our country.”

This loss in men and i 
Industry had severely crippled the 
nation and made It more necessary 
that France should receive Justice 
from th* aggressor and protection in 
the future from that country-

A motion by H. R. Spencer. Re¬ 
gressive, Hattie River. AIUl. to re¬ 
duce the sum to $$75,000. the ftgurb 
of last yea>. was defeated. 

Yesterday was the fifth day of the 
debate on the estimates and for a 
time It looked as If there would be 
an all-night sitting. 

Main Item. •* 

Th* main Immigration item of $1.- 
$60,000. for ImnrifmtWs contingen¬ 
cies and general expenses. I nclu ding 
grants to Immigration societies * and 
associations, still remains O be 
passed. Among others there Is a vote 
or $000,000 to provide assistance to 
immigrants under th* Empire Hettlo¬ 
am scheme. 

On these there will be still conild- 
emlile discussion. 

T* Let Country Knew. 

During the deb at e last night (X R. 
OouTd, Progreiilv*, Asalfilhols, «M 
there had been no intention to ob¬ 
struct the cstlmatea The desire was 
merely to let the country know the 
conditions which existed. "Let us 
tell the truth, the whole truth and 
nothing but the truth.” hs said, “and 
then we shall see how many immi¬ 
grants will come." 

As evidence of the conditions, he 
stated that in nearly every Judicial 
district In the West there were from 
1,000 to 4,000 judgments In the sher¬ 
iffs safes. H* gave the figures re¬ 
garding Immigration from th* 
United 8tates and emigration to that 
country and said that including the 
years from 1011 to 1031. Inclusive 
there had been a loss to Canada of 
30.000. 

Many Return. 

Thee* figures were questioned by 
H. Marlrr, Liberal. 8t. Lawrence and 
8t. George. Division of Montreal. It 
had been show, Mr. Marlrr said, that 
many of the people crossing from 
Canada Into the United States had 
not staved In that country. 

Mr. Gould, continuing, criticised 
the Western Canada Colonisation 
Association for continuing to use the 
name of Robert Fork*. Leader of the 
Progressives, on its list of directors. 
This was wholly unjustified, said Mr. 
Gould, Inasmuch as Mr. Forks had on 
three occasions asked the Associa¬ 
tion to remove his name. 

It was an open secret. Mr. Gould, 
proceeded, that a certain Individual 
had been offered a salary of $60,000 
as manager of the association.

BANK ACT CHANGES 


Ottawa Amendment Provides 
Reports Must Show Banks’ 
True Position 

Ottawa. March 23.—The collapse of 
the Merchants* Badv and the inter¬ 
pretation afterwards put on the pub¬ 
licity sections of the Bank Act, are 
reflected in changes proposed in ths 
amending bill, th* text of which Is 
now available. 

In regard to the returns which 
banka are required to make to the 
Finance Department and which are 
subsequently given to the public, the 
bill proposes no chang* In tho desig¬ 
nation of the officers who sign the 
returns, but It Is provided that such 
returns shall be deemed to have been 
prepared, approved and concurred in 
by the persons severally who have 
signed the same. 

"It shall not,” the bill says fur¬ 
ther, "except as to the chief ac¬ 
countant or acting chief accountant 
of the bank, be sufficient that such 
returns agree with the books of the 
bank, but the returns shall set forth 
the true financial poeltion of the 
bank according to "the latest infur nut- 
Men p n eeease d by or available 4o the 

urnwri or taj m uwr m w *tm the 

return. 

True Positlen. 

"Again, the president, vice-presi¬ 
dent or director acting as president, 
and the general manager or the other 
principal officer of the hank who 
have severally signed any such re¬ 
turn. shall be deemed to have ascer¬ 
tained the true financial position of 
the bank." 

The bill also sets forth several sets 
of circumstances in which current 
loans are not to be treated as assets 
In making up th* returns of tho 
banks. Ttfeae include loans on which 
the borrower has not. for twelve 
months preceding the returns, paid 
the Interest on the loan “unassisted 
by the bank”; cases In which the 
bank has taken any steps for realis¬ 
ing on the security given for the 
loan: where the bank has taken 
action to collect In the courts; where 
the borrower has made an abandon¬ 
ment of his estate for his creditors., 
or for any other reason sufficient' 
"for deeming such loan not to be a 
current loan.” 

Rank Premises. 

-Another sub-section of the bill pro¬ 
vides'that where a bank has used 
surplus to writ* down the value of 
bank premises or qther assets, the 
surplus so appropriated shall not 
again be taken Into account a an 
asset for the purpose of making a re¬ 
turn. unless a vote of th* sharehold¬ 
ers approving of such us* is first ob¬ 
tained.

Ninety Per Cent of 190 Mur¬ 
derers for Love or Jealousy 
Go Free 

D r u n k e nness Decreases, 
Without Prohibition, From 
23,000 to 13,000 in 
_ Eleven Years 

Paris, Mar. 23.—Statistics pub¬ 
lished by the Paris prefecture 
of police, which is considered 
the eye of the city, covering the 
whole of 1922, though they point 
out that crime is on the decrease, 
shows that murders of a “pas¬ 
sionate nature” are still high. 
Thia kind of murder rarely is 
punished in French courts, for 
Jealousy, ardent love and unfaithful¬ 
ness. which usually are the reasons 
claimed for such crime*, are likely to 
be consldereed sufficient Justification. 

The unwritten taw holds away in 
France, and the humblest worker who 
in a fit of Jealously kills his wife, or 
the big capitalist who shoots his 
wife’s lover. Is almost certain to be 
acquitted by the Jury. In the last 
twelvemonth till re were no less than 
100 such crimes, and In 00 per cent 
of the cases the murderer waa re¬ 
leased. 

Otheer matters taken up In the sta¬ 
tistics are drunkenness, the number of 
dancing hall* In Parts, fine* Imposed 
upon motorists and the number of 
foreigners registered or not regis¬ 
tered In France. Here, where there 
le not the slightest hope of prohibi¬ 
tion ever being imposed, drunkenness 
Is on ths decline. Whereas In If 11 
more than 23,000 persons were ar¬ 
rested for Intoxication, only a little 
more than 13,000 were taken Into cus¬ 
tody by the police In 1022.

Mr. Carrigan warmly praised the 
new motor tourist camp here.

He told of the plan of Washing¬ 
ton cities to co-operate in bringing 
north the tourist* who visited Cali¬ 
fornia and Oregon. Information 
bureaus would be established In many 
cities for this purpose, he stated, 
and enormous highway signs would 
be erected to direct theee people 
north. Victoria would be Included 
In the itinerary which would be 
sponsored by the Washington cities. 

“Ws are urging every possible

tourist to come to Victoria. We 
know that when they come here they 
have to come back through our 
cities,” he explained. 

"Ws are looking for a hundred 
per cent increase in the tourist traf¬ 
fic this year," he said. "You can 
expect a 190 per cent increase In 
Victoria on account of your new 
ferries. Just cheer up. You are 
going to have a mighty prosperous 
Summer.”

I will not give the 
public something not up to my own 
standard, I cannot continue to dress 
and stage productions of high merit 
without a better support," said Mr. 
Hlncks.

Trucilla Was Taken Off East 
Point by Canadian Customs 
Officers 

Vessel Is Charged With Land¬ 
ing Bonded Liquor 

Vancouver, March 23.—The 
effective utilisation of the aero¬ 
plane in spotting doubtful oper¬ 
ations of liquor runners was 
demonstrated by the seisure of 
the former submarine chasfr 
Trucilla by Canadian customs offi¬ 
cers who swooped down on the craft 
at East Point. 

The capture of the whisky runner 
proves again the efficacy of the air 
patroL For some time the customs 
officers have had reason to believe 
that liquor shipped in bond from here 
to Mexico was being directed back 
Into Canada, thus evading the cus¬ 
toms regulations and duties. J. Bar¬ 
ton. special officer of the Dominion 
customs, and Customs Officer Nor¬ 
man J. DeGraves, went to sea on ons 
of the Government seaplanes on Mon¬ 
day. Joining In the patrol of the coast 
which had been ordered by the auth¬ 
orities In order to learn if the whisky 
runners were evading the law. Pilot 
McLeod had charge of the plane In 
' which were Barton and DeG raves. At 
1.10 p. m Wednesday they spied the 
Trucilla at anchor with lines ashore, 
in s snug and isolated cove near East 
Point. McLeod made a splendid 
landing. With the blue ensign of the j 
Canadian air force flying the great 
plai.e settled down beside the as¬ 
tounded Trucilla and rolled gently | 
alongside. Barton and DeOraves at 
once boarded the ship. They found 
her hatches open, heaps of bottled 
liquor In sacks on the deck, broken 
packages everywhere. There was 
also a pile of empty cases on the 
nearby shore, and evidence that other 
empties had been destroyed by fire. 

Cleered For Mexiee. 

The cargo had been cleared from 
Vancouver for Topolobampo, under 
bond of $40 a case to the customs to 
be delivered at Its destination. It is 
possible, if the customs charges are 
fully sustained, that In addition to 
losing boat and cargo the bond may 
be lost also. The cargo was consign-

It is nearly nine ^ears since 
the German flag waa flown from 
a German ship in Victoria har¬ 
bor. On. July 18, 1914, the^Ger- 
man steamship Saxonia, of tha 
Ilamburg-American Line, ar¬ 
rived at this port from the Elbe 
via the Orient The Saxonia, as 
the war clouds were gathering, 
got away for Seattle and thus 
escaped seizure. 

To-day the German steamship 
Hans Hemsoth. the first of bar flag 
since the Baxonia to touch here, la 
In port loading lumber. She arrived 
In the Upper Harbor yesterday af¬ 
ternoon ftpm Ban Francisco and has 
commenced taking aboard a million 
and a half feet of lumber at the Can¬ 
adian Puget Bound mills. After com¬ 
pleting her cargo here the Hans 
Hemsoth will shift to Genoa Bay 
1 and will later go to the Fraser River 
and Vancouver Her total lumbsr 
cargo for New York and New Bed¬ 
ford will amount to 3.600.000 feet. 

Built at Kial. 

Tha veaeel was built at Kiel in 
1921. Since the Hans Hecnaoth 
touched at Ban Francisco a graat 
deal of entertaining reading has bean 
submitted to ths publlo concerning 
her crew. ~ 

Much excitement was caused on 
the Han Francisco waterfront when 
Capt. Henry Bark wirelessed ashore 
for police assistance to quell trouble 
aboard and the Impression was givsn 
that the crew had mutinied. When 
the vessel arrived inside the Golden 
Gate she was boarded by an armed

Wa have to tell now of the laat 
and greatest of ail the raid* of 
nomadism upon the civilisation* of 
the East and West We hav* traced 
In thla history the development aid* 
by side of theae two way* of living, 
and we have pointed out that aa the 
civilisations grew more extensive 
and better organised, the arms, the 
mobility, and the Intelligence of tha 
nomads also Improved. 

The nomad was not almply an un¬ 
civilised man, he waa a man special¬ 
ised and specialising along hla own 
line. From the very beginning of 
history the nomad and the eettJou 
people have been in reaction. We 
have told of the Semitic and Elamite 
raids upon Bumrria; we have seen 
the western empire smashed by the 
nomad* of the great plains and 
Persia conquered and Bysantlum 
shaken by the nomads of Arabia. 

Whenever civilisation seems to be 
choking amid its weeds of wealth 
and debt and servitude, when Us 
faiths seem rotting into cynicism 
and its powers of further growth are 
hopelessly entangled in effete formu¬ 
lae. the nomad drives in like a plough 
to break up the festering stagnation 
and release the world to new be¬ 
ginnings. The Mongol aggression, 
which began with the thirteenth 
century, was the greatest, and so 
far it has been the last, of all tflese 
destructive reploughlngs of human 
association. . 

People Liks th* Huns. 

. sRi ■■list flhsrurlty tha Jfonmls 
came very suddenly Into history to¬ 
ward the close of, the twelfth cen¬ 
tury. They appeared In the country 
to the north of China, in the land of 
origin of the Huns and Turks, and 
they were manifestly of the same 
strain as these peoples. They were 
gathered together under a chief, with 
whdse name we will not tax the 1 
memory of the reader; under his 
son Jengis Khan their power grew 
with extraordinary swiftness. 

The reader will already haTe an 
idea of the gradual breaking up of 
the original unity of Islam. In the 
beginning of the thirteenth century 
there were a number of separate and 
discordant Moslem states In western 
Asia. 

Tbero n> Egypt (with Palestine 
and much of Byrla) under tha auc- 
ceaaora of Saladln, there waa the 
BeUuk power In Aela Minor, there 
was rttll en A b b se ld caliphate In 
Bagdad, and to the aaet of this again 
there had grown up a very consider¬ 
able empire, the Khartemlan Empire, 
that of the Turklah princes from 
Khiva who had conquered a number 
of fragmentary Seljuk principalities 
and reigned from the Ganges Valley 
to the Tigris They had but an In¬ 
secure hold on the Persian and 
Indian population*. 

The etate of the Chinese elvillea- 
tlon was equally Inviting to an en¬ 
terprising Invader. Our last glimpse 
of China In this history waa In tha 
seventh century during the opening 
years of tho Tang dynaaty. when that 
shrewd snd able emperor Tai-tsung 
waa weighing the respective merits 
of Neetorisn Christianity. Islam. 
Buddhism, and the teachings of Lao 
Tee. and on the whole Inclining to 
the opinion that Lao Tie wee es 
good a teacher as any. We have 
described hla reception of the travel¬ 
er Tuan Chwang. 

Tai-tsung tolerated all religions, 
but several of hte successors con¬ 
ducted a pitiless persecution of the 
Buddhist faith; It flourished In spits 
of these persecutions and Its monas¬ 
teries played a somawhat analogous 
part in at first sustaining learning 
and afterward retarding It. that the 
Christian monastic organisation did 
In the West. 

By the tenth century the great 
Tang dynaaty was In an extreme 
State of decay; the tuual degener- 
ative provesw ihenaglf a 'weriro^'Of 
voluptuaries and Incnpables had 
gone on, and China broke up again 
politically Into a variable number of 
contending states. "The Age of the 
Ten States." an age of confusion

that lasted through the first half of 
the tenth century. 

Then arose a dynasty, the North¬ 
ern Sung (240-1127), which estab¬ 
lished a sort of unity, but which wa* 
In constant struggle with a number 
of Hunnlsh peoples from Jhe north 1 
who were pressing down the eastern 
coast. For a time one of these 
peoples, the Khltsn, prevailed. 

In the twelfth century these people 
had been subjugated snd had Rtv«>n 
place to another ^Hunnlsh empire, 
th* empire of th* Kin. with its 
capital at Pekin and Its southern 
boundary south of Hwang-ho. 

, The 8ung Empire shrank before 
this Kin Empire, in 1138 the capital 
was shifted from Nankin, which was 
now too c l ose to The northern fron¬ 
tier, to the city of Han Chau on the 
coast. 

Nomad Traditions Strong. 

From 112T onward to 1225, the 
Rung dynasty Is known a* the South- 1 
em Sung. To the northwest of its ' 
territories there was now tha Tartar 
Empire of the Hals; to the north. 1 
the Kin Empire, both states In which 
the Chinese population waa under 
rulers In whom nomadic traditions 
were still strong. So that here on 
the eaiq also the main masses of 
Asiatic mankind were under uncon¬ 
genial rulers and ready to accept, 
if not' to welcome, th* arrival of a | 
conqueror. 

Northern India we have already j 
noted was also a conqusrad c ou ntry ; 
at the opening of the thirteenth cen- i 
tury. It was at first a part of the 
Khlvan Empire, but In 1204 an ad¬ 
venturous ruler, Kutub. wM> had 
been a slave and who had risen as a 
slave to be governor of the Indian 
province, set up a separata Moslem 
state of Hindustan In Delhi. Brail- 
minism Iffcd long since ousted 
Buddhism from India, but the con¬ 
verts to Islam were still but a small 
ruling minority in the land. 

Such waa the political state of 
Asia when Jengis Khan began to 
consolidate hla power among the no¬ 
mads in the country between Lakes 
Balkash and Baikal in th* beginning { 
of the thirteenth century. 

The career of conquest of Jengis 
Khan and hla immediate successors 
astounded the world, and probably 
astounded no one more than these 
Mongol Khans themselves. 

Th* Mongols were In the twelfth 
century a tribe subject to those Kin 
who had conquered northeast China. 
They were a horde of nomadic horse¬ 
men living in tents, snd subsisting 
mainly upon mare’s milk products 
and meat. Their occupations were 
pasturage and hunting, varied by 
war. They drifted northward as the 
snows melted for Summer pasture, 
and southward to Winter pasture 
after the custom of the steppes, 
i Their military education began with 
a successful insurrection against the 
I Kin. The Empire of Kin had The 
resources of half China behind it, 
and In the struggle the Mongols 
learned very much of the military 
«»4 

of tha twelfth century they were al¬ 
ready a fighting tribe of exceptional 
quality. 

Develops Military Machine. 

The opening years of the career 


of Jengla were spent In developing' 
hla military machine. In asslmllat- I 
lng the Mongols and the associated I 
tribes about them Into one organ- | 
izetl army, iiis first considerable | 
extension of power was westward, 
when the Tartar Kirghls and the 
Uigurs (who were" the Tartar people 
of the Tarim basin) were wot so 
much conquered as Induced to Join 
his organisation. 

He then attacked the Kin Empire 
and took Pekin (1214). The Khitan 
people, who had been so recently 
subdued by the Kin. threw in their 
fortunes with his, and were of very 
great help to him. The nettled 
Chinese population went on sowing 
and reaping and trading during this 
change of masters without lending 
its weight to either aide. — 

We have already mentioned the 
very recent Kharismlan Empire of 
Turkestan. Persia and North India. 
Thla empire extended eastward to 
Kashgar, and it must have seemed 
one of the most progressiva and i 
hopeful empires of the time. 

Jengis Khan, while still engaged I 
In thla war with the Kin Empire, sent | 
envoys to Kharismia. They were 
put to death, an almost incredible 
stupidity. The Kharismlan govern¬ 
ment, to use the political Jargon of 
to-day, had decided not to "recog¬ 
nize" Jengis Khan, snd took this 
spirited course with him. 

Thereupon (1218) the great host 
of horsemen that Jengis Khan had i 
consolidated and disciplined swept: 
over the Pamirs snd down Into I 
Turkestan. it waa well armed. | 
and probably It had some gtlhs and' 
gunpowder for siege work—for the 
Chinese were certainly using gun¬ 
powder at thla time, and the Mon¬ 
gols learned Its use from them. 
Kashgar, Khoknnd. Bokhara fell and 
then S--imarknnd. the capital of the 
Kharismlan Empire. 

Thereafter nothing held the Mon¬ 
gols in the Kharismlan territories. 
They swept westward to the Cas¬ 
pian and southward as far as Lahore. 
To the north of the Caspian a Mon¬ 
gol army encountered a Russian 
force from Kieff. There waa a series 
of battles, in whioh the Russian 
armies were finally defeated and, 
the Grand Duke of Kieff taken 
prisoner. 8o It was the Mongols 
appeared on the northern shores of 
tho B la ck B aa . -A panic swept Con¬ 
stantinople, which set Itself to re¬ 
construct Its fortifications. 

Meanwhile other armies were en¬ 
gaged In the conquest of the em¬ 
pire of the -Hals In China. This waa 
annexed, dmd only the southern part 
of the Klw Empire remained unsub¬ 
dued. In 1227 Jengi* Khan died in 
the midst of a career of triumph. 
His empire reached already from the 
Pacific to the Dnieper. And it was 
an empire still vigorously expand¬ 
ing. 

A Orest Political Haro. 

Like,all the empires founded by 
nomads, it was, to begin with, purely 
a military and administrative empire, 
a framework rather than a rule. It 
centred on the personality of the 
monarch, and Its relations with the 
mass of the populations over which 
It ruled was simply one of taxation 
for the maintenance of the horde. 

But Jengis Khan had called to 
his aid a very able and experienced 
administrator of the Kin Empire, 
who was learned in all the tradi¬ 
tions and science of the Chinese. 
This statesman. Yellu Chutsal. was 
able to carry on the affairs of the 
Mongols long after the death of 
Jengla Khan, and there can be little 
doubt that he ia one of the great 
political heroes of history. He 
tempered the barbaric ferocity of hia 
masters, and saved Innumerable 
cities and works of art from destruc¬ 
tion. He collected archives and in¬ 
scriptions, snd when he waa accused 
of corruption hla sols wealth was 
found to consist of document* and 

Is Ute efficiency of the Mongol mill- 
tary machine to be ascribed. Under 
Jengis, we may note further, we find 
the completeat religious toleration 


established across the entire breadth 
of Asia.
